him; the Bxpedient propofed by the Czarina. 


A Rumour is {pread at Vienna, that one Power 
has offered the Emperor § Millions of Florias, and 
anothtr Power 4 Millions in Bills of Exchange, if 
he will accept of the laft Propofals for an Accom- 
modation. But "tis thought this Offer will have 
no Effect, becaufe the Atreats of the Subfidies due 
from Spain will not fall much fhort of that Sum. 

The Emperor ftands by the Quadruple Alliance,
